tlOB to be held horc rtiiriiii? tlio woek 
beslniiiiiK Sunday, Aupust 18. This 
paseant will ihow in ariiKlic mag- 
nlflcpnce and hlstorioal acniraiy 
Rcones both reliKioui and patriotic 
from the dlacovery of thla country 
down to the present da/. From 
preoeat Indicatlona there win he at 
least thirty float* In the moaater 
parade which will take place on 
Bandar afternoon, August 18. The 
conatrnction of blft floats Is now un- 
der way in different parts of the 
city, anil foroos of dPslKnofH, artists, 
rarpi'iitrriJ, modelers and othere 
have been working under the direc- 
tion of Col. John H. Whallen. 
Chairman of the Parade Committee; 
Alderman Bamer Campbell and 
Arehltect Walter Hillerlch. who 
hare had pxperience with spectac- 
ular parades. 

The Catholic Women's Club was 
thronged with representative men 
and women at the reRular meeting 
of the local Catholic Federation 
presided over by Dr. Peter S. Oanz. 
There was much applause when an- 
aouncement was made that repre- 
HHtatlTflB were present from St. 
Charlee Borromeo church and that 
the parish wou'd place a float In 
the parade. About fifteen parishes 
nave thus far repented that they 
will bo represented in the parade 
with floats, and these a\iKniented by 
those of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
i)ic Knlg feta, of Ain erlca, 

Laaiei' AuzlHarr. KalChto 
Cofaimhna. Kal^ta of St. John, 
Columbia Athletic Club, Catholic 
Order of Foresters and other soele- 
ties will bring the number up to be- 
tween thirty and forty. 

.Kupene .1. ('()f>ney. Chairman of 
the Convention Committee, reported 
that 3,00(1 inviliitions had been is- 
tued and that there would be over 
500 delegates in atteadanco at the 
conyentlon, and that with the ed- 
itors and visitors the number the 
convention would attract to Louis- 
ville would be away up In the thou- 
sands. He also stated that 3,000 
copies of the souvenir book, n w in 
the hands of the printer, woulil tx' 
issued and would he found a work 
of extraordinary merit. A commu- 
nication was reoeived from National 
President Mvard reenejr, which 
Included the eall for the convention. 
Tlie programme, though not yet 
completed, has among the list who 
will deliver addresess at the public 
meeilnKS and before the convention 
the names of Arohbishop Messmer, 
HiHlHMi MoKaul, C.ov. McCreary, 
Mayor Head, Kev. J. H. Dorsey. 
Lieut. Gov. lloDermott aad the dis- 
tinguished Catholle editors, Rev. 
John J. Bttrke and Rer. Paul Chew. 

John Doyle created much en- 
thoalasm when he announced the 
part the Knights of Qolumbus would 
play, as did also Thomas Keenun 
and Magistrate T". T Sullivan, repre- 
senting the A. O. H., the latter stal- 
ing ttat he was going to Chicago to 
iBvite their national convention to 
eoiM kara la a body. Col. Joe Mc- 
Otaa waatod all to know that the 
CathoUc KaighU and Uniform 
Rank would make as good a show- 
ing as any, and several others made 
like statements. 

The annual convention of the 
■;i<li ilir TresB Association will con- 
vtUH here on August 16 and 17, the 
date having been advanced one 
week. This will be attended by 
nearly all th* CathoUo editors and 
publishers of the eouatry. 

Attoation of the Federation was

,-rai 1 oin eiil ions. V'.ven the South. 
whi( h was always loyal to Bryan, has 
become disgusted with hU dicUtorial 
tactics and turned its back on him, 
many of the leaders believing that 
a better step toward harmony would 
have been the dropping of Bryan, 

No one at this stage can predict 
capably the success or defeat of the 
lieiniirratic ticket, an the effect of 
Hryun's abuse of New York will have

Thrpp niont^lis ago Miss Bridget 
Rrannigan, a fair local girl, wrote 
to the council complaining that she 
^ji^jgMttmiiiisnL .Qf . .KexJi«LJifi!^ 
have to emigrate owing to the non- 
marrylnK habits of the local bachel- 
ors. This pniitrration matter Is a 
sore point In Mcath, and it was 
pointed out that the council bad 
seventy male tenants who ware un- 
married. So an order waa promptly 
issued that if theae bacbalora did 
not marry by tha middle of June 
they would be turned out. Today 
the situation Is that only a few 
have obeyed: the raat refuse to rec- 
ognize any outside authority on such 
a matter. Several have sliown they 
arp over fifty years old anil niain- 
talninR aged relatives on eiirnlnps 
that total no more than $3 a week. 
In the face of thia Ireland la watch- 
ing with keen Interest to see 
whether the District Council will ad- 
mit its defeat or proceed to evict the 
tenants. Meanwhile offers of mar- 
riage from Irishmen all ovpr the 
world have reached Miss HriilRPt 
Rrannigan In cousequeni e of tlie 
publicity given to her original com- 
plaint to the council.

Ryan, the American "copper king," 
ia at preaant in Ireland with an ax- 
pert mlBlng engineer, exploring the 
territory around Bonmahon, aad the 
discoveries he baa made haTo led 
him to head a new syndicate having 
for its main object the resusciiatioii 
of thp old mines and a further ex- 
tension of workings with a view to 
finding additional seams of copper 
ore.

About 
five yeara ago a number of en- 
thusiastic Industrial revivalists took 
them in hand, but quickly dlscov 
ered that the capital they had in 
vested waa not sufficient to buy 
coal to produce tbe necessary motive 
power, the result being that the 
exploitation of the luines was aban- 
doned. The effort now under the 
control of Mr. Ilyan is more hope- 
ful, and there ia much rejoicin 
among the Bonawhon workers.
